LADIES  AHD  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1940.  I find  it  difficult  to  give  a brief  resum6  of  the 
work  carried  out  during  this  I'ateful  year;  a year  which  opened 
under  conditions  approaching  normality,  and  ended  under  conditions 
distinctly  abnormal.  The  Public  Health  Department  has  had  tb  carry 
out  many  duties  v/hich  could  not  strictly  be  attributed  to  Public  Health, 
with  a very  much  reduced  staff. 

Prior  to  the  invasion  of  the  Low  Countries  in  May,  the  work 
of  the  department  was  carried  out  in  a fairly  routine  manner; 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  clinics  were  well  attended;  School 
Medical  Services  were  maintained,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  carried 
on  ^idth  the  usual  type  of  work. 

Towards  the  end  of  May  there  v/as  a flow  of  refugees  from 
the  Continent;  a flow  v/hich  rapidly  became  a flood  as  the 
evacuation  of  the  B.E.F.  from  Dunkirk  v/as  being  executed.  Those  of  us 
who  had  official  duties  to  perform  will  never  forget  the  scenes  in  the 
Mai son  Dieu  Hall  which,  once  again,  served  the  purpose  of  its  founder 
as  a rest  house  for  pilgrims  from  the  Continent,  The  tomispeople  of 
Dover  volunteered  freely  and  did  great  work  in  helping  the  refugees. 

Dunkirk  was  follo'wed  by  the  evacuation  of  about  three 
thousand  school  children  to  Wales  on  June  2nd,  Two  Health  Visitors 
were  seconded  for  service  in  the  reception  areas  and  remained  at  their 
posts  during  the  year.  At  the  same  time  this  Department  had  to 
organise  the  evacuation  of  aged  and  infirm  people  to  safer  areas. 

These  people  v/ere  sent  first  to  Pembury  Hospital  and  then  despatched 
to  various  parts  of  Wales  and  the  Y/est  Country. 

A scheme  for  the  evacuation  to  safe  areas  of  expectant 
mothers  in  the  last  month  of  their  pregnancy  was  also  formulated  and 
executed  through  this  department.  There  have  been  fluctuations  in 
the  number  of  v/omen  v/ho  nave  availed  themselves  of  this  scheme,  but 
on  the  whole  it  continues  to  work  satisfactorilv.  Special  thanks  are 
due  to  the  Kent  County  Council  for  their  great  help  in  dealing  with 
certain  difficult  cases  which  arose  from  time  to  time, 

Dpver  figured  prominently  in  the  first  phase  of  the  Battle 
of  Britain  in  the  summer  of  1940.  Enemy  attack,  either  from  the  air 
or  by  shellfire,  produced  many  effects  of  direct  Public  Health  interest. 
The  greatest  problem  proved  to  be  the  "shelter  problem."  It  soon 
became  evident  that  Public  Air  Raid  Shelters  would  have  to  operate  in 
a _ very  different  manner  from  that  hitherto  visualised  in  official 
circles,  and  that  many  improvements  would  be  necessary,  I must  pay 
tribute  to  the  rapidity  with  vhich  the  members  of  the  Council 
appreciated  the  importance  of  the  new  position  in  regard  to  shelters, 
and  to  the^ support  they  have  given  to  any  recommendations  I have  made. 
Any  delay  in  execution  of  these  works  has  been  duo  to  the  inevitable 
shortage  of  men  and  materials  in  war  time. 
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Yifherever  possible  water  closets  have  been  installed; 
the  majority  of  the  shelters  are  heated  by  means  of  electric 
tubular  heaters;  bunks  have  been  erected  and  the  general  amenities 
of  the  shelters  have  been  improved.  Although  much  remains  to  be 
done,  the  general  position  in  regard  to  shelters  can  be  regarded 
as  reasonably  satisfactory.  An  eminent  medical  authority  has 
remarked  that  the  perfect  shelter  does  not  exist# 

The  position  in  regard  to  infectious  disease  has  been 
very  satisfactory,  in  spite  of  the  overcrowding  which  took  place  in 
the  shelters.  There  was  a heavy  epidemic  of  Rubella  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  but  with  this  exception  there  v/as  no  epidemic  of 
serious  proportion.  Facilities  were  afforded  to  the  public  for 
innoculaHon  against  Enteric  Fever,  but  vdth  the  exception  of 
certain  branches  of  the  Civil  Defence  Services,  the  response  has 
been  poor.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  continued# 

The  very  important  v;ork  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Section  was  carried  on  through  the  year.  In  the  first  half 
of  the  year  attendances  at  the  clinics  were  uniformly  good,  but 
there  was  a sharp  decline  in  August  and  September  owing  to  the 
evacuation  of  a large  number  of  children  from  the  town.  It  v/as 
decided  to  keep  the  Clinic  open,  and  at  the  same  time  to  increase 
the  number  of  domiciliary  visits.  This  policy  has  been  justified 
by  the  train  of  events.  The  gradual  return  of  the  children  v/hich 
took  place  in  1941  has  lead  to  a great  increase  in  the  number  of 
attendances.  It  is  found  that  there  is  a great  need  of  this 
service  to  give  expert  advice  to  young  mothers  in  the  new 
circumstances  in  vmich  many  of  them  find  themselves# 

I would  draw  special  attention  to  the  remarks  of  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  in  regard  to  the  additional  virork  v;hich 
has  been  placed  on  the  Sanitary  Section  as  the  result  of  enemy 
action. 

Although  Civil  Defence  work  is  not  primarily  within  the 
scope  of  this  report,  I ?ash  to  make  a brief  mention  of  it# 

A large  amount  of  time  has  been  taken  up  in  the  organisation  and 
operation  of  the  Casualty  Services,  the  compilation  of  statistics 
or  injured  and  killed,  and  many  other  side  effects  of  Civil 
Defence# 


Lastly  I ydsh  to  express  my  great  appreciation  to  every 
member  of  the  staff  for  his  or  her  loyalty  and  co-operation  in  a 
very  difficult  year,

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II • Maternity  and  Child  Welfare: 

From  the  beginning  of  the  year  until  the  collapse  of  Prance., 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  in  the  town  continued 
more  or  less  normally.  Heavy  evacuation  of  the  tovm  commenced 
after  May  1940,  and  the  Oovernment  evolved  a scheme  v/hereby 
expectant  mothers  could  be  transferred  to  a place  of  safety  for 
their  confinements.  This  scheme  came  into  operation  on  the 
27th  June,  1940,  and  was  widely  used  throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  year. 

(i)  Midwifery  Service:  As  a result  of  the  diminished  call 
on  the  municipal  Midwifery  Service  the  number  of  whole-time 
midwives  was  reduced  from  seven  to  three.  These  three  midwives 
continued  to  do  such  work  as  was  required  of  them. 

(ii)  Maternity  Services : The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  once 
a week  at  Hrook  House.  The  following  is  a summary  of  the  cases

Maternity  Beds  Scheme:  During  the  year,  36  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Waldershare,  from  the 
Borough,  occupying  beds  for  a total  of  561  days.

C.  - Sanitary  Circumstances, 

(a)  Water  Supply:  Water  is  supplied  to  the  Borough  partly  by 
the  East  hent  District  Water  Company,  and  in  majority  from  the 
Corporation  Yfaterworks.  The  water  is  deep  well  water  and  is 
chlorinated.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  tests  taken  through  the 
year  have  proved  satisfactory. 

There  are  21  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  not  connected 
vdth  the  public  mains.  Of  these  -

The  year  under  review  covers  the  first  complete  year  of  v/ork 
under  war  conditions,  and  opportunity  is  taken  to  state  briefly  the 
effects  these  conditions  have  had  on  the  Inspectors'  duties. 

These  duties  have  been  extended  to  include  supervision  of  the 
Bublic  in.  Air  Raid  Shelters  in  regard  to  general  cleanliness, 
sanitary  appointments,  bedding  etc.  A systematic  inspection  of  these 
shelters  was  carried  out  by  day  and  night,  and  they  were  sprayed  with 
a disinfectant  weekly  as  a routine  measure. 

These  shelters  provide  accommodation  for  16,234  persons  as 
follows :-

Dover  is  fortunate  in  possessing  deep  shelters  \7hich  afford 
such  a complete  protection  for  the  persons  sheltering  therein,  and 
they  are  fairly  well  distributed  throughout  the  Borough.  8 or  these 
shelters  now  have  waterborne  sewage  installations,  sinks  and  water 
service,  electric  lighting  and  heating.  Of  the  remainder  4 have 
electric  light,  and  one  gas  lighting.  Chemical  closets  are  also 
provided  in  case  of  emergency.  Sleeping  accommodation  has  since 
been  provided  by  the  installation  of  metal  bunks.  These  bunks  are 
allocated  by  ticket  on  written  application  to  the  Public  Health 
Department,  after  enquiry  has  been  made  into  all  such  applications. 

With  regard  to  the  other  shelters  mentioned,  the  majority 
have  electric  light  and  a number  are  provided  with  metal  bunks  (1941) 
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^ Additional,  work  v/as  also  entailed  by  the  provision  of  chemical 
closets  to  replace  accommodation  rendered  temporarily  unserviceable 
after  incidents;  inspection  of  damaged  food  shops  and  the  disposal 
of  articles  of  food  rendered  unfit  for  human  consumption;  the 
disinfestation  of  furniture  and  bedding  removed  from  premises 
damaged  by  enemy  action  before  storage;  inspection  of  bombed  sites 
to  ensure  that  as  far  as  possible  fractured  drains  or  sewers^ 
smashed  sanitary  fittings,  are  sealed  off  or  the  damage  repaired, 
to  prevent  nuisance  from  the  dispersal  of  sewer  gas  and  rat 
infestation,  AccummulatiOns  of  bedding,  food,  etc,  may  be  covered 
by  debris  after  an  attack,  and  may  afford  harbourhage  for  rodents: 
some  sites  are  already  seriously  infested.  Dealing  with  this  rat 
menace  will  be  a difficult  problem  in  the  future  unless  prompt 
action  is  taken  to  clear  sites  very  soon  after  the  occurrence  of  an 
incident. 

There  v/as  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  vessels, 
principally  Naval  Travders  and  Drifters,  requiring  disinfestation 
for  rats  and  vermin. 

In  addition  a considerable  amount  of  time  was  employed  in  the 
supervision  of  First  Aid  Posts  (staff  and  equipment)  and  in  the 
organisation  of  Cleansing  Stations.

At  the  request  of  H.  M.  Customs  two  samples  of  Vermouth 
were  sent  for  analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst  and  were  found  to  be 
fit  for  consumption. 

6.  Co-^operation  v/iffi,  the  Services i Close  co-operation  was 
maintainea  with  the  Royal  Navy,  and  the  facilities  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  were  at  the  disposal  of  the  Officers  concerned. 

During  the  year  50  visits  were  paid  to  naval  vessels  (in  the 
docks  and  at  the  Eastern  Arm).  Of  these  vessels,  16  were  fumigated 
for  vermin,  10  for  rodents,  and  4 for  both  vermin  and  rodents. 

In  one  case  it  ms  found  necessary  to  strip  the  linings  in  the 
accommodation  aft,  and  then  to  fumigate  for  an  extremely  bad 
infestation  vdth  cockroaches.  In  addition  to  the  actual  fumigation 
for  rodents,  rat  traps  and  birdlime  trays  v/ere.also  supplied  to  some 
vessels  where  recurring  infestation  was  probable. 

At  the  request  of  the  Military  Authorities  5 troop-carrying 
ships  were  disinfected  as  a precautionary  measure. 

7.  Aliens*  Order,  1919-20:  From  the  12th  May,  1940,  till  the 
4th  June,  1940,  iu9l'  refugee  aliens  were  landed  at  the  Port,  and 
666  British  subjects.  All  these  were  medically  inspected. 
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
